Beckman, 56, who runs an oil distributorship and gas station, 


got the bull 13 months ago after he complained about National 
Farmers Organization demonstrations in which calves were 
killed. He said there should be less wasteful ways of protesting 
low livestock prices .Beckman wrote NFO members that he felt 
he could raise calves at a profit One letter brought a response 
from Orville Voeltz, an NFO member from Emerald, Wis , who 
gave Beckman a calf. "Big Mouth" came to live in the backyard 
and shed at Beckman's home in Coon Rapids, a Minneapolis 
suburb. The animal's name came from a comment by Beck 
man's 18-year-old son Steve. "If Dad would keep his big mouth 
shut, he wouldn't get himself into these jams " 


The experiment ended Thursday when Beckman had the 


animal weighed: about 79 pounds'when Beckman acquired it, 
the Holstem checked in at 1,040 pounds Beckman then led Big 
Mouth to a locker plant and waiting butchers, followed by 
reporters, photographers and "I-told-you-so" NFO members 
from Wisconsin, Voeltz among them.

had sold the animal '"And Beckman didn't figure his labor, or 
storage, and he had no land rent," observed Voeltz "He'd been 
better off to buy his meat-in a store," added Joe Leverty, a 
farmer from Shell Lake, Wis. "It all proves I was right a year, 
ago," said Voeltz "There's no money in raising cattle "

other South Moluccans freed 23 
hostages from a hijacked train 
90 miles away, ending a 12-day 
ordeal in which three persons 
were killed. Those gunmen too 
got no concessions. 
. One person, an Indonesian of- 
ficial; died in the consulate 
siege from injuries sustained 
jumping from a window trying 
to escape. 


The gunmen at the consulate 


symbolically lowered their own 
flag from the building shortly 
before 1:30 p.m., filed out at in- 
tervals and were driven off .in 
three police paddy wagons. 
; The': freed "hostages were 
driven off in a bus. They waved 
and smiled through the window. 
People living in the area came 
out on their balconies and 
waved back' One of them, an old 
woman, said "it's marvellous. 
Now I can go shopping again."

Deserve Respect 


WASHINGTON - Ohio sal- 


vage operator John Coyne is no 
stranger1 to civil-protest. As a 
teenager tie served 30 days in 
jail on a contempt of court 
charge resulting from what he 
perceived to be an unjust ruling 
on a dissolution of partnership 
case. Later he went to jail for 
100 days rather than comply 
with what He felt was an "Im- 
possibly unfair" law regarding 
a 
fence 
on his 
business 


property. 


Now 32, Coyne may be staging 


his ultimate complaint 'against 
. the powers that be. He is nearly 
three months into an indefinite 
prison term for the crime of 
keeping a Sherman tank on his 
land. 


The current situation, which 


would almost be jolly were it not 
for the Implications, is rooted in 
the historic bane of American 
jurisprudence — 'inflexibility. 
Coyne 
is 
a'n 
aggressive, 


^unorthodox man who has raised 
an issue witiuvhich, it seems, is 
beyond the law's ability to cope. 
And so he is being severely" 
penalized. Coyne says it's not 
fair, therefore his new protest;, 
like the late 'Supreme Court 
Justice Brandeis, he feels res- 
pect for'the law comes only 
from respectable laws. 


The background of the mat- 


ter, actually, is simple enough. 
Coyne is the proprietor of 
several dozen acres of land on 
the edge of the small Ohio 
farming, community of New 
Richmond.,The bulk of the land 
is legally given 'over- to what 
Coyne calls the."Boot Mill Junk 
Yard," and is therefore strewn 
with the ugliness endemic to 
that industry. A small piece of 
the property/however, was in 
recent years reamed, possibly 
to prevent the spread of Coyne's 
business. It is on this piece that 
the Sherman tank in question 
sits — a tank the community 
fathers call "Junk." A local 
judge has agreed, sentencing 
owner Coyne to jail until such 
time as the zoning violation is 
removed. 


The beef? Coyne says'the tank 


is. not junk, that it Is a quite 
valuable and poignant creature 
of American' history. He sayt 


removing it as mere scrap 
woulh demean not only its sym- 
bolic significance, but also the 
army of patriots who rode such 
vehicles to the victory over Nazi 
encroachment. 'Thus inside the 
Clermont County jail, Coyne 
says he will "rot" behind bars 
rather than suffer injustice. 


Coyne' apparently does not 


have much popular support for 
his position. Nobody loves a 
junkman, particularly one who 
litters the hillsides on a main 
route into town. Recycling be 
damned; many in New Rich- 
mond, including many who 
make and enforce the laws, 
would prefer to be without both 
Coyne's trash and Coyne's obs- 
tinacy. Says his friend and as- 
' sociate Art Meredith:! "No doubt 
about it, a lot of folks got it in 
•for John." Adds a neighbor: 
"Don't mike him no hero." 


Prejudice 
aside, 
though, 


Coyne has stiff arguments for 
being stubborn. For one thing, 
the zoning laws which have done 
him 
ill 
are • scandalously 


* discriminatory, not only in New 
Richmond but across the nation. 
Often they are used by the few 
against the few rather than by 
the many for the many. In 
Coyne's case, he insists enfor- 
cement of the laws is an exer- 
cise in .harassment: "I have 
photographic proof of more than 
100 zoning violations on land 
near mine. People near me have 
old cars and other junk sitting 
all,over their property. Why 
then is my lank singled out, all 
of a sudden, as. the great viola- 
tion?" 


But beyond the political side 


of the circumstance, there is the 
principle of individual" rights. 
Coyne agrees that junk should 
not be allowed on property 
'zoned otherwise, > "But 
the 


Sherman tank is not junk, 
therefore'it violates no law." 
Coyne says the tank is part of 
his collection of old, military 
.vehicles (he aim owns' six naif- 
tracks, two',of which have won 
awards for their restoration). If 
the tank,were only junk, Coyne 
adds, he would have sold it 
years 'ago.'to.'"anyone of a 
dozen" people and Institution:)

momentum for political reform , 
that sprang from the Watergate 
scandal is slowing, but it is not 
yet dead. 


One of the'toughest, and 


touchiest,- proposals to clean up 
the system is scheduled lo be 
marked up by a Senate com- 
mittee promptly after 
the' 


congressional holiday recess 
and reported to the floor by the 
end of January. 


The measure would require 


public disclosure of the personal 
finances of all elected officials, 
all high-level executive branch 
appointees, all candidates for 
Congress or the presidency, and 
all 
executive 
branch 
and 


congressional, top-level staff. 
It's a real blockbuster. 


The Senate is expected to pass 


the bill, perhaps as early as 
February. The Senate has twice 
before passed similar financial 
disclosure 
regulations 
as 


amendments • to

House, 
however, 
is 


nowhere as receptive to baring 
.its financial soul as the Senate. 
There arc many congressmen

John J. Sirica, the federal district 
court judge at Washington, D.C., who 
blew the whistle on the Watergate 
caper, has thrown a halter on the Pos­ 
tal Service. 
In a suit filed by the junk mailers, 
organized under the name of the As­ 
sociated Third Class Mail Users, he 
ruled the Service cannot raise its first 
through fourth class rates on the 
previously announced December 28th 
schedule and that special service rates 
intended to jump dramatically on 
January 2d must be postponed.

Now tilt the victim's head back 
M t/u M possible and pull the 
jaw upward. 


}') Open the mouth if poaslblc. 


U (he Jaws are rigid and tight, 
serrate the lips. In this way air 
can;be forced between the,teeth 
bylhe rescuer's breathing. 


4) Now take a deep breath and 


plate your mouth securely met 
the^vicllin's mouth. Forcefully 
blow your life-saving oxygen In- 
to R|m.. Repeat this cycle rhyth- 
miftiily and regularly at your 
own normal breathing rate, 


For and adult, blow about 12 


to 18 times per minutes, For a 
small child, blow more gently 
and more quickly, about 20 
times per minutes.

'-Property valuations in Berrien county are projected to increase 
an average of 3.36 per cent next year, in a preliminary equalization 
study report issued Thursday by County Equalization Director 
Francis Rawlinson. 
• The report, presented to the county board of commissioners, 
outlined increased property valuations in all but three of Berrien's 
28 taxing units 
' 


The projected valuations covered only real property that is 


already on the tax rolls, and does not include new construction 
Rawlinson explained to commissioners that the projections 
include increases attributable only to inflation and to property 
improvements not recorded in building permits 


The report, delivered earlier to local tax assessors, is the foun- 


dation for establishing equalized tax valuations among the various 
units in the county. 


It projects an increase of 9.88 per cent in real property in the 


City of St.-Joseph' and hikes of more than five per cent in the City 
of Bridgman and six townships. 


Only the City of Buchanan and the townships ol Bambndge and 


Wcc&aw'are projected for decreases in property valuation, and all 
three decreases are less than one-half of one per cent 


According to Rawlinson's figures, the equalized valuation of real 


property in Berrien county will rise from $857,357,700 in 1975 to 
$886,202,810 next year — an increase of $28,845,109 or 3:36 per cent 
for the. county as a whole 


Both the 1975 and 1976 totals include a 4.5 per cent inflation 


increase of some $38.5 million ordered by the state last year and 
currently being appealed by the county to the State Tax Tribunal. 


Studies conducted by the equalization department were the basis 


of determining the projected valuations. 


St. Joseph city led the list in both dollar total and per cent of 


increase with a gain of $5,893,298 or 9.88 per cent. The City of 
Bridgman was listed as increasing 6.53 per cent.

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Berrien Property Valuations To Rise In ^76 


Property valuations in Berrien county are projected to increase 
an average of 3.36 per cent next year, in a preliminary equalization 
study report issued Thursday by County Equalization Director 
Francis Rawlinson. 
The report, presented to the county board of commissioners, 
outlined increased property valuations in all but three of Berrien’s 
28 taxing units. 
The projected valuations covered only real property that is 
already on the tax rolls, and does not include new construction. 
Rawlinson explained to commissioners that the projections 
include increases attributable only to inflation and to property 
improvements not recorded in building permits. 
The report, delivered earlier to local tax assessors, is the foun­ 


dation for establishing equalized tax valuations aniijng the various 
units in the county. 
It projects an increase of 9.88 per cent in real property in the 
City of St. Joseph and hikes of more than five per cent in the City 
of Bridgman and six townships. 


Only the City of Buchanan and the townships of Bainbridge and 
Weesaw are projected for decreases in property valuation, and all 
three dt'creases are less than one-half of one ptT cent. 


According to Rawlinson’s figures, the efjualized valuation of real 
property in Berrien county will rise from $857,357,700 in 1975 to 
$886,202,810 next year — an increase of $28,845,109 or 3.36 pt‘r cent 
for thq county as a whole. 


Both the 1975 and 1976 totals include a 4.5 per cent inflation 
increase of some $38.5 million ordered by the state last year and 
currently being appealed by the county to the State Tax Tribunal. 
Studies conducted by the equalization department were the basis 
of determining the projected valuations. 
St. Joseph city led the list in both dollar total and per cent of 
increase with a gain of $5,893,296 or 9.88 per cent. The City of 
Bridgman was listed as increasing 6.53 per cent. 


Oronoko led the township list with an increase of 8.42 per cent, 
followed by Niles township 7.35 per cent. Three Oaks township 6.36 
per cent, Coloma township 6.13 per cent, Baroda township 5.97 per 
cent and Watervliet township 5.84 per cent.

company was llmiled in the

its boundries. • 


In an annual report, Lynam 


said lhat during 1975 Ihe Soulh 
Haven ulilily has sold 29 per 
cenl lo so-called rural cus- 
tomers in Soulh Haven, Geneva 
and Casco townships. The sys- 
tem has 5,532 customers with 
2,433 classified as rural, ac- 
cording to the annual report. 


Recent construction within 


the city has increased the per- 
centage of power used within 
the city. In 1969 the rural usage 
was 31 per cent and in 1972 it 
was 30 per cent.

Its boundries. 
In an annual report, Lynam 
said that during 1975 the South 
Haven utility has sold 29 per 
cent to so-called ru ral cu s­ 
tom ers m South Haven, (ieneva 
and Casco townships. The sys­ 
tem has 5,532 custom ers with 
2.43.3 classifu'd as ru ral, ac­ 
cording to the annual report. 


Rtvent construction within 
the city has increased the per­ 
centage of power used w ithin 
the city.

“The State of Michigan has broken its promise to obtain and 
provide quality medical services for patients on public assis­ 
tance." said Dr. Siegle. Milliken’s order, he said, was based on 
financial considerations only and not on human needs. “ The 
society can no longer encourage its membership to participate in 
tht Ml*dicaid program and leaves it up to each physician's 


discretion” whether or not to serve Medicaid patients, he said. 
Doctors now are reimbursed about $8 by the Department of 
Social Services for an office visit with a Medicaid patient, $2 to $4 
less than they charge regular patients. Dr. Siegel said. That 
reimbursement will drop to about $7.15 due to Milliken’s order. 
Dr. Siegel accused the state of using “a brt»ad-ax approach to cost 
cutting when the scalpel could achieve the desired result in a 
refined and therapeutic manner.” The state should cut Medicaid 
costs by weeding out fraudulent claims that result in over $1 
million in state Medicaid payments each year, Dr. Siegel said.

Friends of the Shannons think 
they can raise $2,500 to help 
them purchase a home if one 
would become available, but 
that is not enough to begin to 
buy a house, suitable for a 
family of 13, and the money it­ 
self cannot protect them from 
the elements and keep them 
together. 
St. Lukes’ pastor, the Rev. 
Timothy Knauff. has stated that 
the church is not evicting for 
any reason other than “wanting 
to get out of the landlord 
business” . When two other 
buildings, a barn and a chicken 
coop, coverted into a cottage, on 
the church property became 
vacant in the spring, the church 
had them removed, and it wants 
to tear down the Shannons’ 
house, too. It appears that the 
barn and chicken coop were tom 
down as a token gesture in order 
to create an excuse for remov­ 
ing the Shannons. Attempts to 
force the black family to leave 
here have been made from the 
very time of their arrival in 
Stevensville. 
St. Lukes gives the excuse 
that it hopes to expand its 
facilities in the future, and the 
house would be in its way. The 
fact is, there is no definite date 
set for this expansion program. 
It has been estimated by the 
pastor and members of the 
Council to be 8 or 10 years away. 
Members of the St. Lukes’ 
Church Council asked the wel­ 
fare board to find a house for 
the family this past August. 
Council members said they felt 
it was the community’s respon­ 
sibility to find another home for 
the Shannons. The church has 
provided them with one long 
enough. Mr. Shannon lives at 
home and is regularly employed 
at a foundry in Stevensville. The 
family does not qualify for wel­ 
fare assistance. The Shannons 
do not want welfare. They want 
a chance to work out their own 
problems, but that requires 
time — which is running out all 
too rapidly. 
Mrs. Shannon has said that 
the best Christmas present they 
could.receive would to be to find 
another house to rent in the area 
or the church’s agreement to let 
them continue renting the house 
they are in until they find 
another 
home. 
Since 
she 
recently started working, she 
believes that they would be in a 
better position to find another 
home in about 2 years. By then 
the 3 oldest children will have 
graduated, and the family size 
could allow a somewhat smaller 
home to be considered. (Mrs. 
Shannon works the night shift at 
a factory in Benton Harbor.) 
The decision to evict the 
Shannon family has caused in­ 
ternal conflict once again at St. 
Lukes, just as the former pas­ 
tor’s agreeing to rent the 
property to them did 6 years 
ago. Families are leaving who 
no longer want to be associated 
with this church that closes its 
eyes to the needs of the family 
next door. Several families who 
have been members at St. 
Lukes, including mine, have 
found it impossible to continue 
to be a part of St. Lukes since it 
insists in taking this position. I 
turned in my resignation as St. 
Lukes Council Secretary, effec­ 
tive Dec. 8, 1975. My family, 
along with 3 other families, has

already transferred its mem­ 
bership to St. Mark L.C.A.

They 
are now in the position of being 
put out in the street by St. Lukes 
church or going to court and 
fighting St. Lukes. If they do not 
fight, they could be without a 
roof over their heads this 
Christmas. If they do, they’ are 
forced to spend time and money 
which they could really use to 
help themselves get ahead in 
any number of ways, and they 
live in constant pressure and 
uncertainty — pot knowing how 
long they can remain where 
they are or where they will go 
when they must leave. 
In the meantime, St. Lukes is 
having new carpeting installed 
in the parsonage living room, 
bedroom, dining room and hall­ 
ways, and it is calling its 
members to give aid to a needy
